1871, 1872, and 1878 are void, there never 
having been any legal record made up show- 
ing a delinquency, and that the Court really 
had no jurisdiction, and had no evidence be- 
fore it of anything on which a judgment 
could be rendered. The result of these de- 
cisions is, therefore, to practically blot out 
the $477,000 of taxes which the Comptroller 
returns as *‘ appealed and enjoined.” Mr. 
Apams says that these taxes are not lost, but 
continue a Wen; thatis to say, any person 
wishing to pay them can of course do 80, 
but there is no power to enforce their collec- 
tion. The certificates of tax-sales, represent- 
ing $587,776 of uncollected revenue, mainly 
of the taxes of {872 and 1873, stand in about 
the same condition ; they may be liens, but 
there is no power to enforce their collection, 
and the city must look to voluntary payments 
for the payment of any part of this revenue. 
The uncollected tax of 1874, amounting in 
round numbers to five millions of dollars, is 
by far the most serious. The proceedings so 
far have been identical with those in the case 
of the taxes of 1873, and here comes the real 
difficulty in the whole business. 

In 1872, the General Assembly passed what 
is known as the Revenue law, providing for 
the assessment, levy, and collection of taxes 
for State and county purposes, which act, in 
Sec, 122, provided:

This was an authority for any city to dis- 
pense with its own local machinery and have 
its taxes collected with the State and county 
taxes, and by the machinery of the latter. 
At that time there was a strong objection to 
this procedure because the assessed value of 
property in Chicago for city taxation was 
800,000,000, upon which the city to raise 
sufficient revenue had to levy a tar ot 18 
mills; while the State assessment of the 
same property was but $80,000,000, requir- 
ing a levy of 7} per cent to produce the same 
amount of revenue. To levy a tax of 7} per 
cent for city purposes was considered cal- 
culated to injure if not ruin the credit of the 
city; no such rate of tax had ever been 
levied in any city of the United States, and, 
the circumstances not being understood, such 
a levy would argue a desperate financial con-

This new law seeks to the defects 
of Bill 800 by declaring it 
to give the Court jurisdiction. The Supreme

lowed to be taken by intendment.” Mr. Av- 
ams’ amended law dispenses with all affida- 
dits, and authorizes the County Collector to 
take the return of the City Collector into 
court and ask payment thereon, without re- 
quiring the County Collector to swear that 
he had tried to collect the same. It is not 
likely that a Court in a matter to divest an 
owner of his title to his property will give 
judgment when it does not appear that the 
person demanding judgment ever had author- 
ity to receive the tax, or that the owner had 

failed to pay the tax to him. 

The taxes for 1874 are dependent upon the 
success of this patched-up law, and experi-

Now, however, with one million of taxes 
lost to the city, is it not time that the Com- 
mon Council shall abandon Bill 300? Under 
the General Revenue law, the city can elect 
to have its assessment and tax collections 


under the State law. Bill 300 au- 


thorizes the same thing. The charter of 
1872 authorizes the same thing. It is, there- 
fore, optional with the Mayor and Common 
Council to provide by ordinance for the as- 
sessment and collection of the taxes of 1875 
under the State law. It is simple, direct, 
and inexpensive. It will relieve the city of. 
the whole cost of sssessment, equalization, 
and collection. It will carry into execution 
the clear intendment of the State Constitu- 
tion, that there shall be but one assessment 
and one tax collection in each county of the 
State. It will save nearly $100,000 annual 
expense to the city, and there will be no ap- 
peals and no‘delays in the collection of taxes, 
because the State law has been affirmed and 
sustained in every particular by the Supreme 
Court. 


Let the Common Council, therefore, take 
no risks as to the future; let it mature the 
annual appropriation ordinance, and certify 
that the sum therein appropriated is needed 
to be raised by taxation. This sum will be 
extended by the County Clerk, in addition to 
the State and county taxes, and will in due 
time be collected by the County Collector.

All tax- 
ation should be direct. Trade should be ab- 
solutely free. The custom-houses should be 
sold and their proceeds used to pay off the 
national debt. No further debt should be 
created in any shape or form. The only in- 
come should be from taxes. Government

These petitions pray for the representation of 
British India in that body. They ask only 
sixteen M. P.'s, and suggest thet the franchise 
should not be given to persons who pay less 
than £5 of taxes a year, It is the 
policy of the British Government to have 
its Hindoo subjects govern themselves 
as far as possible.

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POVERTY AT THE SOUTH. 
Our correspondent, who has recently made 
an extensive tour through the Cotton States, 
especially called attention to the general fact 
that the people of those States, white and 
black, are in astate of pinching poverty. The 
soil, naturally a fine one, is exhausted by suc- 
cessive cropa The fields are then abandon- 
ed, nothing being ever done to restore them. 
The white planters are living a year ahead of 
their crops, thug practically mortgaging their 
plantations to the factors. These are 
causes naturally leading to impoverishment. 
But there isa much more important and di- 
rect cause, and that is that the white popula- 
tion will not work. No white man 
is willing to accept social degrada- 
tion by working in the field. The 
native energy of the white population, sapped 
by the slave-system, is paralyzed by the spirit 
of caste which has outlived slavery. The 
former slave-holder whose plantation is suf- 
fered to become waste, and who is made poor 
by the taxes on his unprodnetive lands, chugs 
to the delusion that, under the new order, he 
can continue as the “‘plunter” who never 
worked, and maintains unabated the caste- 
spirit which estimates labor as degrading. 
His sons imbibe the same notion. The caste- 
feeling, which is almost as inexorably main- 
tained as in India, and which these very men 
themselves maintain, forbids them to work. 
The poor whites, now as before the War, take 
their ideas from the plantation-owners, 
and, rather than work, live in as wretched 
condition as did the slaves in the antebellum 
times.

It ws usual assumed that the reason for 
this is the fact that Milwaukee is paying better prices 
than Chicago for the Minnesota wheat. There are peo- 
ple here who aay that the whole trouble lies in the fact 
that the wheat ts act kept sufficiently separate here, 
which accounts for the small premium recently paid 
bere on Minnesota wheat. That wheat is wanted by 
exporters, and they eagerly take bold of all the sample 
lots offered. There must be some mistake, however, 
about the statement. The arrangements for keeping 
the Minnesota wheat separate are sup posed to be very 
nearly perfect, : 

There were no new features tn the dry goods mar- 
ket. Trade continues on a limited scale, but there 
were no important changes in prices. Groceries ro- 
main quiet and steady except Rio coffee and common 
molasses, which were easier. Sugars were quoted firm, 
though the feeling in New York was ssid to be ensy.

Butter was 
quiet yesterday in common with other street produce, 
owing to the rain which interrupted the retail trade, 
and to some extent the shipping demand. The mar- 
ket, however, was steady, the supply having been re- 
duced by the recent shipments. Bagging was steady, 
Oils were less active but steady at the reductions for- 
merly noted. 

The movement u lumber was interrupted yesterday 
by the rain. A small fleet was lying alongside the sale 
docks, but few buyers were present and little was done 
im the way of trading. The yard business also suffer 
ed from the same cause, though to a less extent, as the 
average number of country orders were received, and 
it was necessary only to allow them to lie over; but 
the local sales were smaller than usual. The general 
market was steadier than recently, and as stated Mon- 
day morning, there is a feeling among prominent deal- 
ere that ber has about reached its lowest figures, 
Brick, lime, and other building materials of a similar 
nature were in fair demand and tolerably steady.

Having looked up the matter, it was found

F. R. Otis. This guy post has stood there 
since the building was fairly n, and now 
Mr. Otis thinke he ought to be paid for the use 
of the hole in which the post stands, and he 
modestly estimates the rental of the hole at 
$500 a year. This would be just about right, if 
the bole was worth about $5,000 or $6,000, which 
must be considered Mr. Otis’ estimate. 

Property is valuable in Chicago everybody 
knows, but few were prepared for such an esti- 
mate as this. The hole is about 18 inches 
square, and may be considered as extending 
down far enough to prevent the use of the soil 
under it. Tbe area taken up by this is, 
therefore, 244 square feet, which would allow 
19,860 holes on an acre, and give a rental of 
$9,680,000, if it were rented to the Government 
by Mr. Otis. This estimate places an acre of 
land in Chicago at a valuation of $96.800,000, 
which far exceeds the figures on the Assessor's 
books. The lote im the city are generally about 
25x125 in dimensions, and contain perhaps 3,125 
square feet, or room enough for 1,389 post- 
holes. If Mr. Otis could rent such a lot to the 
Government, he would have a pleasant little in- 
come of 6694, 000 per year on the basis he has 
already established for the post-hole ou Jackson 
street. : 

It is generally supposed that the ground where 
the $5,000 post-bole is situated belongs to the 
city, having been condemned for the extension of 
Dearborn street, but it may be that Mr, Otis’ 
billa do not cover the time since it was con- 
demed. 

One thing is of great interest to tax-payers in 
Mr. Otis’ application for post-hole rent; there 
are seventeen of those post-holes on tle 
streets of the city, and they have been there 
since Mr. Otis let hie post-hole. Now, if Mr. 
Otis is entitied to $500 per _ the city is enti- 
tled to $8,500, andif Mr. Otis’ single post-hole 
brings him in $1,500, then the city’s 
seventeen should bring it in $25,500, 
to say nothing of its possible claim 
on Mr. Otis for such portion of the $1,590 
as has accrued since his lot was condemned for 
a street. The Comptroller should look out for 
the city’s interests in this matter, and if Mr. 
Otis has good luck with bis tittle claim then he 
can show very easily that the City of Chicago 
has hole claims and post-hole rights not 
lighti be thrust one side. 

It is safe to say, however, that Mr. Otis has 
not gathered in that $1,500 yet, and the Comp- 
trolier needa’t hurry up his papers for a day or 
two. District-Actorney Ward aud Gen. Holman 
have yet to pass upon the reasonableness of the 
claim, and some other questions connected with 
the post-hole, and it may not be so easy for Mr. 
Otis to capture the sum as he at first expected.
